DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
England Patent Specification (1,466,643). 

3. Regarding claims 33 and 34, Patent Specification (1,466,643) discloses an 
electrical connection device for a machine cable, comprising: a first connector 20 having 
a first contact 28; a second connector 40 having a second contact, the first connector 
and the second connector being moveable between a disengaged condition in which 
the first and second contacts are remote from each other and an engaged condition in 
which, the first and the second contacts are electrically connected; and a drive 66 for 
imparting a driving force to drive the first and the second connectors relative to each 
other whereby the first connector 20 and the second connector 40 move between the 
disengaged and the engaged positions, the drive comprising a geared arrangement and 
being arranged to distribute the driving force around at least a portion of at least one of 
the first and the second connectors 20, 40.
